try. 
There can be nado ubt abo ut 
the fact that the humidity in o ur 
atmo sphere and the to tal annual 
precipitatio n in rain and sno w is 
largely dependent upo n fo restry. 
The statistics published 
by the 
fo rest department o f the agricultu­ 
ral bureau at Washingto n sho w 
co nclusively that the 
co ntinued 
destructio n o f the great pine fo rests 
lessen materially the capacity o f 
the so il to abso rb and retain mo is­ 
ture. 
When the earth is co vered 
with vegitutio n the so il partakes 
o f a spo ngy nature and ho lds the 
mo isture in reserve fo r use in a dry 
seaso n; but when the fo rests are 
destro yed the gathering leaves dis­ 
appear fro m o ff the surface and the 
so il lo ses in a large sense its eapa- 
city fo r retaining mo isture, and 
when this change in the nature o r 
capacity o f the so il is effected o ver 
a large area o f land, the change 
upo n climato lo gy 
beco mes 
very 
marked, and the annual rain fall 
decreases. 
This, in a measure, ac­ 
co unts fo r the great flo o ds that 
o ften o ccur in the early spring and 
fo r the pro lo nged dro uths that fo l­ 
lo w in the autumn. 
The destruc­ 
tio n o f fo rests allo ws the heat o f 
the sun to act directly upo n the 
great bo dies o f accumulated sno w 
iu the early spring, which s rap­ 
idly melted and hurried do wn the 
mo untain side to increase the al­ 
ready swo llen stream. 
Where, o n 
the o ther hand, the fo rests are al­ 
lo wed to 
stand, 
the spreading 
branches shut o ut the rays o f the 
sun and the mo isture o f the sno w 
instead o f being rushed do wn the 
mo untain side is slo wly abso rbed 
by the earth and is held there until 
needed by the dro uth o f the sum­ 
mer. 
In this mo ney making age 
we are inclined to o verlo o k the hy- 
genic and climatic effect resulting 
fro m the destructio n o f fo rests, and 
o nly when o ur fo rests are all de­ 
nuded and the co untry bare will 
we be called to 
o ur senses and 
realize the nature o f the mischief 
that has been co mmitted.

error. True, some of their expresses 
are tim ed between certain points a t a j 
velocity of fifty miles an hour, but 
this does not repr« *sent tho ra te of 
sjieed for a continuous long distance 
journey, albeit one of the Midland ex­ 
presses does a run of 70 1-2 miles at 
the rate of 51 3-4 miles an hour. 
The 
ordinary express trains of this com­ 
pany between London and Manches­ 
ter, via Derby, a distance of 101 
miles, accomplish the journey in l 1-2 
hours, or a t a rate of speed of 45 per 
hour, and their new express between 
the sam e points, via N otting ham , 
B attersley and Amberg ate, 
an In­ 
crease in distance of 6 miles, does it 
in 4 hours 10 minutes; ra te of speed, 
15 1*2 miles per hour. The following 
is the order of priority, so far as speed 
is concerned, of three of t he g reat rail­ 
way companies: 
G reat 
Northern, 
G ranthum to King ’s Cross, 105 1-2 
miles, 1 hour 58 minutes; 
velocity, 
53 1-2 miles per hour. 
G reat W est­ 
ern, Padding ton to Swindon, 77 1-4 
miles, 1 hour 27 minutes; velocity, 
53 1-4 miles per hour. Midland, K et­ 
tering to Kentish Town, 70 1-2 miles,

miles per hour.

OOO. This is an averag e of about $50,- 
a m onth, including m any g irls, boys 
and unskilled laborers. It i* the hig h­ 
est averag e of salary [» aid by any 
m anufacturing concern in the Fnited 
States. 
Skilled mechanics a t Pull­ 
m an m ake from $75 to $140 per 
m onth. 
“W hat was the cost of the 
m ost expensive car ever duilt by the 
Pullm ans?” I asked the head of one 
of the departm ents there. 
“F o rt 
thousand dollars,” wa- the reply, 
came to g rief, however; was in a smash- 
up and was destroyed. The averag e 
cost of a Pullm an car is about $15,- 
000. The vestibule car costs $18,- 
O00.” 
“Do you build cars a t Pull­ 
m an and ship them to the Old Coun­ 
try?” “ We construct the m etal and 
running p arts here and send them 
to the Derby 
shops in 
Eng land, 
where the woodwork finishing and up­ 
holstering are done.”

DESTRUCTION OF FORESTS. 
The Minneapolis Star says that 
the rapid destruction of our forests 
is a matter ot grave apprehension 
on the part of those 
who fully 
realize the effect of forests upon the 
hygeine and rainfall of the coun­ 
try. 
There can be no doubt about 
the fact that the humidity in our 
atmosphere and the total annual 
precipitation in rain and snow is 
largely dependent upon forestry. 
The statistics published 
by the 
forest department of the agricultu­ 
ral bureau at W ashington show 
conclusively that the 
continued 
destruction of the great pine forests 
lessen materially the capacity of 
the soil to absorb and retain m ois­ 
ture. 
W hen the earth is covered 
with vegitation the soil partakes 
of a spongy nature and holds the 
moisture in reserve for use in a dry 
season; but when the forests are 
destroyed the gathering leaves dis­ 
appear from off the surface and the 
soil loses in a large sense its gapa- 
city for retaining moisture, and 
when this change in the nature or 
capacity of the soil is effected over 
a large area of land, the change 
upon climatology 
becomes 
very 
marked, and the annual rain fail 
decreases. 
This, in a measure, ac­ 
counts for the great floods that 
often occur in the early spring and 
for the prolonged drouths that fol­ 
low in the autumn. 
The destruc­ 
tion of forests allows the heat of 
i the sun to act directly upon the 
great bodies of accumulated snow 
in the early spring, which ,s rap­ 
idly melted and hurried down the 
mountain side to increase the al­ 
ready swollen stream. 
Where, on 
the other hand, the forests are al­ 
lowed to 
stand, 
the spreading 
branches shut out the rays of the 
sun and the moisture of the snow 
instead of being rushed down the 
mountain side is slowly absorbed 
by the earth and is held there until 
needed by the drouth of the sum­ 
mer. 
In this money making age 
we are inclined to overlook the hy- 
genic and climatic effect resulting 
from the destruction of forests, and 
only when our forests are all de­ 
nuded and the country bare will 
we he called to 
our senses and 
realize the nature ot the mischief! 


VILLARD’S SCHEME. 
The deal being carried on by 
the Northern Pacific, 
means the 
consolidation of several gigantic 
corporations into one. 
The Chica­ 
go & Western will find terminal 
facilities at Chicago for trains from 
the Oregon Transcontinental com­ 
pany and 
Northern Pacific, and 
Wisconsin Central and even the 
Minneapolis & Pacific is connected 
with the scheme. 
Another report 
is that the syndicate controlling 
the Baltimore 
& Ohio, desire to 
work with 
the pool to make a 
transcontinental line, an will make 
an arrangement with the Northern 
Pacific. 
Mr. Villard is going to 
put a mortgage on the Northern 
Pacific for $8,000,000, to be raised 
in Germany. 
C. B. W hight, of 
the board of directors, is authority 
for the plan of Mr. Villard’s. 
He 
represents a foreign syndicate, and 
says the scheme will go through. 


THE TURF EXCHANGE. 
“ Gambling at poker, faro, rou 
lette or any other game ot chance 
is no worse than investing at the 
turf exchange,” said a veteran card 
player today. 
“ It is certainly not 
worse, and where you cau dee the 
game and what you are betting on 
is more satisfactory than putting 
up money on something severs 
hundred miles off, where you can’t 
see what happens. 
In the poo 
rooms there are several ways of 
risking money, putting it into a 
jack pot on a single race, anc 
picking the lior.se you desire by 
holding for it, or betting on it with 
the book-maker for a place, or for 
first. 
In the former the book men 
get a percentage 011 the money put 
up. 
Base ball games are also bet 
on, cither heavy bets on a single 
club winning, or buying a ticket 
on a certain number of clubs win­ 
ning either four or six, in either 
case a percentage goes to the stake­ 
holder, who gives a receipt specify­ 
ing the conditions, which is pre­ 
sented for payment to the cashier. 
Poker, faro or kenoare better games 
than any of these. 
They have 
really as much right to exist, if 
these pool rooms are carried on.”— 
Minneapolis Star.

next preceding the d^te of the first 
publication thereof. 
P rovided, That if no newspaper has 
been previously published in said county 
for one year as above required, then the 
same may be published in any newspaper 
of general weekly circulation. 
Sec. 2. 
This act shall take effect and 
be in force from and after the first of 
October, A. f). one thousand eight hun­ 
dred and eighty-seven (1887).

publication, and will be of no more 
use iii the eye of the law than if it.

the only papers iii Brainerd in 
which 
mortgage notices, or for 
that matter any legal documents, 
can be published, until next June. 
The law is a good one although it 
will materially interfer with the 
business of new comers who expect 
to take everything in sight, even if 
they do the work for nothing. The 
law reads: 


S e c t i o n J. 
That section cigiiiy-threc 
(83) of chapter sixty-six (tin) of 
the 
general statutes of the state of Minnesota 
of one thousand 
eight hundred and 
seventy-eight (1878) |be and 
the same 
hereby is amended so as to read as fol­ 
lows: 
“ Section 83. 
The publication of legal 
notices, public statements, tax lists, or 
official proceedings required by law, ot 
by an order of a judge or court, to be 
published in a newspaper once (I) in 
each week fora special number of weeks, 
shall be made on the day of each week 
in which such newspaper is published; 
and all such publications shall be made 
in the English language, and shall not be 
made or published in any newspaper un­ 
less such newspaper shall have been 
published weekly and generally circulated 
in the county where said notice, state­ 
ment, tax list or official proceeding are 
to be published for at least one (I) year 
next preceding the date of the first 
publication thereof. 
P ro vided, That if no newspaper has 
been previously published in said county 
for one year as above required, then the 
same may be published in any newspaper 
of general w eekly circulation. 
Sec. 2. 
This act shall lake effect and 
be in force from and after the first of 
October, A. D. one thousand eight hun­ 
dred and eighty-seven (1887). 
Approved March 3, 1887. 


DESTRUCTION OF FORESTS. 
The Minneapolis Star says that 
the rapid destruction of our forests 
is a m atter of grave apprehension 
on the part of those who fully 
realize the effect of forests upou the 
hygeine and rainfall of the coun­ 
try. 
There can be no-doubt about 
the fact th at the humidity in our 
atmosphere and the total annual 
precipitation in rain and snow is 
largely dependent upon forestry. 
The statistics published 
by the 
forest department of the agricultu­ 
ral bureau at W ashington show 
conclusively that the 
continued 
destruction of the great pine forests 
lessen materially the capacity of 
the soil to absorb and retain mois­ 
ture, 
W hen the earth is covered 
with vegitution the soil partakes 
of a spongy nature and holds the 
moisture iu reserve for use in a dry 
season; but when the forests are 
destroyed the gathering leaves dis­ 
appear from off the surface and the 
soil loses in a large sense its capa­ 
city for retaining moisture, and 
when this change in the nature or 
capacity of the soil is effected over 
a large area of land, the change 
upon climatology becomes 
very 
marked, and the annual rain fail 
decreases. 
This, in a measure, ac­ 
counts for the great floods that 
often occur iii the early spring and 
for the prolonged drouths that fol­ 
low in the autumn. 
The destruc­ 
tion of forests allows the heat of 
the sun to act directly upon the 
great bodies of accumulated snow 
in the early spring, which s rap­ 
idly melted and hurried down the 
mountain side to increase the al­ 
ready swollen stream. 
Where, on 
the other hand, the forests are al­ 
lowed to 
stand, 
the spreading 
branches shut out the rays of the 
sun and the moisture of the snow 
instead of being rushed down the 
mountain side is slowly absorbed 
by the earth and is held there until 
needed by the drouth of the sum­ 
mer. 
Iii this money making age 
we are inclined to overlook the hy- 
genic and climatic effect resulting 
from the destruction of forests, and 
only when our forests are all de­ 
nuded and the country bare will 
we be called to our senses and 
realize the nature of the mischief 
that has been committed. 
The 
American Foresty 
Congress has 
done much to stop the wholesale 
destruction 
of forest, 
and 
the 
old states of the east have taken 
vigorous action in the shape ot 
legislation for the 
protection of 
certain large forests reserves. This 
congress of foresters commenced 
its sixth annual meeting at Spring­ 
field, III, Wednesday and its de­ 
liberations will extend over three 
days. 
It is doing good work and a 
work that perhaps will only be 
appreciated by the people of the 
northwest after their forests be­ 
come a thing of the past.

Pacific. 
Mr. Villard is going to 
put a mortgage on the Northern 
Pacific for $8,000,000, to be raised 
in Germany. 
C. B. W hight, of 
the board of directors, is authority 
for the plan of Mr. Villard’s. 
He 
represents a foreign syndicate, and 
says the scheme will go through. 


THE TURF EXCHANGE. 
“ Gambling at poker, faro, rou­ 
lette or any other game of chance 
is no worse than investing at the 
turf exchange,” said a veteran card 
player today. 
“ It is certainly not 
worse, and where you eau See the 
game and what you are betting on 
is more satisfactory than putting 
up money on something several 
hundred miles off, where you can’t 
see what happens. 
In the pool 
rooms there are several ways of 
risking money, putting it into a 
jack pot on a single race, and 
picking the horse you desire by 
bolding for it, or betting on it with 
the book-maker for a place, or for 
first. 
Iii the former the book men 
get a percentage on the money put 
up. 
Base ball games are also bet 
on, either heavy bets on a single 
club winning, or buying a ticket 
on a certain number of club* win­ 
ning either four or six, in either 
case a percentage goes to the stake­ 
holder, who gives a receipt specify­ 
ing the conditions, which is pre­ 
sented for payment to the cashier. 
Poker, faro or keno are better games 
than any of these. 
They have 
really as much right to exist, if 
these pool rooms are carried on.”— 
Minneapolis Star.

The record goes on im­ 
plies Uric others, especially one Heebnor, who 
was seen working at some coil fuse, and Lingg, 
8*-liger, Thaieu and Herman were frequently 
engaged iu casting and melting in Seliger’s 
kitchen. Pieces of shells made by Lingg were 
subjected to chemical analysis, and were found 
to be composed of a certain percentage of tin 
and the remainder of lead and antimony. Iron 
and zinc, and out of the four bombs examined 
the p rcentage varied but little, and tho pieces 
ta' en from Degy-n's body and those found at 
Lingg * after his arrest were of the same com­ 
position.

numbering 180. marched into the crowd from 
their station on Desplaines street and ordered 
the meeting Btopp -d.

It i* conceded 
that none of the convicted threw the tomb. The 
plaintiffs in errcr are charged with being acces­ 
sories before the fact. There are sixty-eight 
counts in the indictment, aud tbes^ charge the 
eight defendants with being present and abet­ 
ting 
to, aid some of them say that they 
advised and encouraged these lawless acts. 
If the defendants advised and encouraged, aided 
or abetted in the killing of the policemen, there­ 
fore they are as guilty as if they had taken these 
mens' lives with their own hands. If anv of 
them stood by and saw or aided in the throwing 
of the fatal bomb, each of tne aiders and abettors 
are as guilty as him who did the fatal deed. If 
they combined to accomplish such murder by 
concerted action the ordinary law oi conspiracy 
is applicable, and the acts and declarations of 
• ne of them, dune in furtherance of the common 
design, are, in contemplation of law. the acts 
and declarations of all. This prosecution, how­ 
ever, is not for conspiracy as a substantive 
crime. It i* charged that the defendants were 
united and had conspired to do this awful work 
and that their common design was fulfilled in 
their terrible plot, and the opinion shows that 
while not perhaps a combination of the same 
culprits a desire on the seveial parts and pur­ 
poses to accomplish the same ends. 
THE QUESTIONS PRESENTED 
are: Did the defendants have a common pur­ 
pose or design to murder these police. I»id they 
combine for that purpose, and was the result or 
such combination death to men who wer® ’-h® 
guardians of the law? Who made the bomb 
that killed Degen?

Im portant R ecom m endations Made bv th e Com­ 
m issioner o f Pensions >n Ilia Annual Report. 
Gen. J. C. 
Black, commissioner of pen­ 
sions, in hi# ann ual report to the secretary 
of the interior, states th a t during the past 
q u arter of a century the bureau of peri- 
sious lias developed from an Inconsider­ 
able office to one whoso clientage is unsur­ 
passed in numbers, and th a t thiadsvelop- 
m ent lias rendered neccessary great and 
radical changes and a reorganization in the 
methods of the bureau. The suggestions 
of the commissioner are im portant, und 
are us follows: 
F ir s t—The allowance of $2 p-r m onth 
to minor children entitled to pensions is 
inadequete for their su p p o rt and should 
bo increased to $5 per month. 
* 
Second—T h a t tho act of Ju ne Iff, 1880, 
be so amended as to perm it am endm ent of 
the act to I/O extended to those who, sub­ 
sequent to the d a te of its approval, from 
aggravation of their m alady, may have 
become helpless. 
T hird—T h a t the existing law th a t a wid­ 
ow’s pension certificate can only heard ute 
from the day on which she files her appli­ 
cation should be amended to allow tho 
commencement of the pension to ditto from 
the death of the husband, the other condi­ 
tions required by the law being present. 
F o u rth —T h a t section 4,718 of the lie- 
vised S tatu tes l>e s o amended as t o pro­ 
hibit the pay m ent 
o f more th a n one pen­ 
sion to the sam e person. 
Fifth 
T h a t the law inquiring a pension 
to be graded according to the rank of the 
claim ant a t the time the injury whh receiv­ 
ed i hould be ainendedso th a t the rank subse­ 
quently ucquircd bona lide m ay be consdi- 
c-red by the commissioner in determining 
the am ount of pension to be allowed.

The record goes on im­ 
plicating others, especially one Hee finer, who 
Mss seen working at some coil fuse, and Lingg, 
Henger, Thaten and Herman were frequently 
engaged iii easting and melting in fceliger’s 
kitchen. 
Pieces of sheila made by Lingg were 
sufij -cled to chemical analysis, and were found 
to Pc composed of a certain percentage of tin 
and the remainder of lead ami antimony. Iron 
and zinc, and out of the four bom Irs examined 
the percentage varied but little, and tho pieces 
ta? en from DegMi’s body and those found at 
Ltngg’s after his arrest were of the same com­ 
position. 
The evidence goes on to further com­ 
plicate Linga s connection with this terrible 
affair so closely that escape for him would be 
im possible.

Important Keconinioiulations Made by the Com­ 
missioner of Tension* la HI* Annual Heport. 
Gen. J. C. 
Black, com m issioner of pen­ 
sions, in his annual report to the secretary 
of the iutcrior, sta tes th at during the past 
quarter of a century the bureau of pen­ 
sions bas developed from an Inconsider­ 
able office to one whose clientage is unsur­ 
passed in numbers, and th a t this develop­ 
m ent bas rendered n ec essa ry great and 
radical changes a n d a reorganization in the 
m ethods of the bureau. The suggestions 
of the conimifesioner are im portant, and 
are as follows: 
F irst—The allow ance of $2 p**r m onth 
to m inor children en titled to pensions is 
inadequete for their support and should 
bo increased to $5 per m onth. 
* 
Second—T hat the act of June Iff, 1880, 
be so amended as to perm it am endm ent of 
the act to be extended to those who, sub­ 
sequent to the d ate of its apjiroval, from 
aggravation of their m alady, am y have 
become helpless. 
Third 
T h at the existing law th a t a wid­ 
ow ’s pension certificate can only beardate 
from the day on which she files lier appli­ 
cation should be am ended to allow the 
com mencem ent of tho pension to date from 
the death of the husband, the other con d i­ 
tion s required by the law being present. 
F ou rth —T h at section 4 ,7 1 8 of the Re­ 
vised S tatu tes bo so am ended as to pro­ 
hibit the paym ent of m ore than one pen­ 
sion to the sam e person. 
F ifth 
T hat tho law inquiring a pension 
to be graded according to the rank of the 
claim ant a t the tim e the injury was receiv­ 
ed should l>eamendodso th a t the* rank subse­ 
quently acquired bona fide m ay be const!!- 
ered by the com m issioner in determ ining 
the am ount of pension to be allow ed. 
Sixth -T hat tho present rate for deaf­ 
ness should Is* increased by law to $30 
per iponth for to ta l deafness, with inter­ 
m ediate grades to bo determ ined according 
to the degee of disab ility. 
Seventh—T hat discretion should be lodg­ 
ed in the commifefeioner in correcting dis- 
crepancies in rati-s of pension for loss of 
limbs, or congress should be asked to es­ 
tablish a table of rates for loss of limbs. 
The existing law s upon th is poin t are in­ 
harm onious and unjust.

GUILTY OF MANSLAUGHTER. 


The Jury In th e Haddock Murder Case Find* 
Fred M unehrath, J r „ Guilty of M anslaughter.

Sept. I 8.—At 2:30 o'clock this afternoon 
the jury in the case of Fred Munehrath, 
Jr., who has been on trial for the murder 
of the Rev*. George 0 . Haddock, came into 
court and announced its verdict. 
The ver­ 
dict is. 
“We the jury, find the dependent 
guilty of m anslaughter.” 
W hen the clerk read the finding the de­ 
fendant turned deathly j>a!e, clasped Hic 
hands and rocked uneasily in his chair. 
During the tw enty m inutes till court ad­ 
journed not a work or a look passed be­ 
tween him and his father and when his fa 
(her rose to leave tho court room the de 
fendant 
remained 
in 
his 
chair. 
The 
counsel 
for 
the 
defendant 
gave 
his 
usual 
notice 
of 
a 
m otion for a new trial, and the court set 
M onday, the 2fith hu t. for passing sen 
ten ce. Uh© extrem e penalty for m anslaugh­ 
ter in this sta te is im prisonm ent in 
the 
penitentiary for eight years. 
Bending pas 
sing of sentence the defendant remains at 
liberty under bonds. To say th a t the ver 
diet was a surprise in the com m unity i( 
only telling the truth. 
From tw o member* 
of the jury it is learned that there was 
practically no dbugreem ent s s 
to th* 
guilt of the defendant. 
The 
first 
ballot 
developed th at fact. 
The 
only question 
was as to the decree of his guilt, and there 
was a variety of opinions on that point, 
and the verdict of m anslaughter was not 
reached till after tw enty ballots 
were 
taken. 
Inasm uch as it was not claimed 
by the sta te th at the defendant fired tin 
fatal sh ot, and there was evidence showing 
that just before the shooting he said 
"Boys, give him a black eye." 
The ver­ 
dict is perhaps all th at could be expected.

The Sham Rattle of the Last Day Draws the 
Largest Audience ETer (lathered at one Time 
in the State. 
Lost Saturday the 17th inst. wan beau 
llful and bright, scarce!/ a cloud obscure;! 
the sky. 
The sham battle which had been 
extensjw-ly advertised, was the principal 
feature of the last day of the fair. 
Such a 
mass of people was never assembled D 
gether before in the state. 
Of course thei * 
was 
no 
means 
of 
knowing 
exactly 
the 
number 
of 
people 
pres­ 
ent. but a very good estim atecanbe made 
The railroads carried <*9,000 people. 
Ad­ 
dins the number that ca me by other mi aim 
it is safe to say there was 00,000 people 
On the grounds. 
But, on the outside there 
was another creat throng, probably num­ 
bering 2d,(too, so th at a conservative esti­ 
mate of the number of persons witnessing 
the 
sham 
b alile 
would 
be 85,000, 
and long before the hour for the battle to 
begin began to gather by thousands on the 
hill to tie- east of the race course, which 
latter part had been designated as the 
scene of the conflict. 
About 
1:80 the 
doors of the amphitheater were opened 
and the spectators at once began to rapid­ 
ly iill the seats. 
In an hour it w >s crowd­ 
ed 
with at least 15 (* )0 people, when 
orders were issued to stop sell in ; ticket s and 
close,the gates, foi fear that the 
throng 
might press in such 
numbers 
as 
to 
endanger the stab ility ot the structure. 
But neither the amphitheater nor the hill 
overlooking the race course, nor the track 
itself from the west ward end of the grand 
stand all the v.ay along its front, and 
around past the hill to the eastward 
would accom m odate the numbers on the 
ground, and so the gates were thrown op­ 
en and thousands crossed the battle-field 
anil tilled the track on the opposite side of 
the (rounds. 
Hero was visible a vast assembly, num­ 
bering. as has already been stated, fully 
8.*,(>()(> people. 
It was a grand and inspir­ 
ing sight, one well worth a long journey to 
behold. Nearly four thousand persons,vet­ 
erans and members of the state militia, 
participated 
in the event, 
which was 
the greasest spectacle the people of the 
Northwest have ever witnessed. 
It was 
announced that tin* opposing forces would 
Ire commanded by Generals Lew Wallace 
and Lucius Fairchild, but the former did 
not reach the city and Col. Bobleter, First 
Regia ent M. N. C., commanded the so-call­ 
ed “rebel ’ forces that gallantly strove to 
defend Fort Ramsey from the Union army, 
and directly in front of Col. B obleter’s 
headquarters a flag floated from 
high 
m ast. 
It was of regulation size, of three 
bars, red, white and blue, and a blue field 
with thirteen w hite stars. Gen. Fairchild's 
headquarters 
were 
established 
at 
the 
lower 
end 
of 
the 
grounds, 
near 
the 
experimental 
farm. 
the 
artillery being placed on the high ground, 
commanding a clear sweep of the battle 
field, the infantry 
and 
cavalry 
being 
obliqued on the level near the race course. 
The forces on both sides were made up of 
G. A. R. men and uniformed militia, and 
U. S. light batteries. 
It was precisely five minutes after .‘1 
o'clock when the first gun was fired, one of 
the big field pieces in < 'amp Kamaev sound­ 
ing a signal of defiance to the invaders. In 
an instant all w as life and m otion. 
The 
first brigade, headed by 
'apt. Ed Bean 
■commanding, advanced in double time, 
forming a skirmish line. 
In the rifle pit 
500 veterans, each nrinc i with a musket 
and 100 rounds of amm unition, awaited 
the approach of the enemy and instruc­ 
tions 
to 
lirm 
The 
skirmishers 
soon 
drew 
near 
the 
enemy's 
camp, 
and 
were 
m et 
by 
a 
fusilado 
of 
small 
arms and heavy cannonading. The gallant 
Fairchild's forces descended w ith swiftness 
upon the advancing foe.driving them .slow­ 
ly back across the field with a loss of ten 
brave hoys. 
By this time 2,000 muskets j 
were keeping up an incessant rattle, while | 
the field pieces from the two camps were I 
discharged as rapidly as they could b 
loaded. 
The scene was an inspiring one. 
and gave a vivid pict ure of the horrors < f 
war. 
After numerous charges, back and forth, in 
which many fell an 
were *ared for by Dr. 
Murphy and his ambulances, the final 
charge wn» made by Gen. Fairchild s lorn - 
the Fairchild men in the face of the roar­ 
ing cannon and ringing muskets scaled the 
barrier ol the camp, driving it- defenders 
before them. 
Then ensued a 
und-to- 
hand struggle for the field 
pieces and ; 
flags. 
Acker po«t of St. Paul captured 
the 
biggest gun of ('apt. 
Shea's com­ 
mand, 
and 
wheeling 
the 
piece 
about turned it on Col. Bobielt r'* staff of­ 
ficers. 
The Hag of the three l-ars 
nd 
thirteen stars, th at had floated from the 
breastworks, was seized and taken into 
camp by the victorious army, and its 
counterpart near the hospital tents was

p .icc proudly 
flaunted the ever victorious at ra and 
stripes. 
The whole affair was extremely realistic 
and men who had participated m many 
battles pronounced it an excellent fac I 
semile of a battle, from the advance work i 
of the skirmishers to tli final charge. The 
only accident that occurred to mar the en­ 
joym ent of the occasion was sustained bv 
George Knox, of Burdick post, Ham ilton. 
Duringt he last retreat of th e■ let ated nrmy 
to the camp, alter firing his musket at the 
enemy, he turned, only to ivceiv* from tin- 
musket of a comrade a -mot in tie -in­ 
itial blinded him with -.moke nnd p.ovih r, 
and inflicting an ugly wound on his fore­ 
head, but he will recover.

Speed o f E nglish Trains. 
London Railway News. 
It was stated the other day th a t the 
Midland 
Railway 
Company’ 
were 
building engines to cover the distance 
between London and Derby within 
two hours, but this was manifestly an 
error. True, some of their expresses 
are timed between certain points a t a 
velocity of fifty miles an hour, but 
this does not represent tho rate of 
speed for a continuous long distance 
journey, albeit one of the Midland ex­ 
presses does a run of 70 1-2 miles at 
the rate of 51 3-4 miles an hour. 
The 
ordinary express trains of this com­ 
pany between London and Manches­ 
ter, via Derby, a distance of 191 
miles, accomplish the journey in 4 1-2 
hours, or a t a rate of speed of 45 per 
hour, and their new express between 
the same points, via Nottingham, 
Battersley and Ambergate, an in­ 
crease in distance of 6 miles, does it 
in 4 hours 10 minutes; rate of speed, 
15 1-2 miles per hour. The following 
is the order of priority, so far as speed 
is concerned, of three of the great rail­ 
way companies: 
Great 
Northern, 
G ranthum to King’s Cross, 105 1-2 
miles, 1 hour 58 minutes; velocity, 
53 1-2 miles per hour. 
G reat West­ 
ern, Paddington to Swindon, 77 1-4 
miles, 1 hour 27 minutes; velocity, 
53 1-4 miles per hour. Midland, K et­ 
tering to Kentish Town, 70 1-2 miles, 
1 1 our 22 minutes; velocity, 51 3-4 
miles per hour. The Midland Coni- 
pny thus take third honors.

The 
Pullman system now employs 7,508 
persons. 
In the car shops a t Pull 
man alone there are 3,300 workers, 
nnd their pay roll for June was $150, 
000. This is an average of about $50,- 
a month, including many girls, boys 
and unskilled laborers. It is the high­ 
est average of salary paid by any 
manufacturing concern in the United 
States. 
Skilled mechanics a t Pull­ 
man make from $75 to $140 per 
m onth. “W hat was the cost of the 
most expensive car ever duilt by the 
Pullmans?” I asked the head of one 
of the departm ents there. 
“F orty 
thousand dollars,” was the reply. “It 
cametogrief, however; was inasm ash- 
up and was destroyed. The average 
cost of a Pullman car is about $15,- 
000. The vestibule car costs $18,- 
000.” 
“Ho you build cars a t Pull­ 
man and ship them to the Old Coun­ 
try?” “We construct the metal and 
running parts here and send them 
to the Derby 
shops in 
England, 
where the woodwork finishing and up­ 
holstering are done.”

There was even 
talk of making the G overnm ent a re­ 
public, like the S tate of Venice; while 
the supporters of the King of Poland, 
cousin to tile dead King G ustavus, 
openly advocated his claim to the 
throne.

Speaking of the death of Barton M. 
Douglas, father of J. 6 , Douglas of this 
city, the W indsor Locks (Coun.) Journal 
say 8: 


He waa born ut W ells River, V t., March 
13, 1818, and was i he second son of Bimon 
and Experience B urbank Douglas, the 
other children who grew up before George 
A ,, now living at East Suffield; O rville 
8., also of th at town, who died in Oct. 
1885, and Laura A ., now living at East 
SuflielU. 
When quite young, hi* parents 
moved to Enfield and shortly afterw ard 
to Suffield. lie received a common school 
education, and at the ngc of 18, began 
business on the Connecticut river. 
In a 
short tim e lie bought an interest in alin e 
of boats then running ou the river, and a 
firm was formed as Purker, Douglas & 
Co., hut afterw ard this was joined to 
another am i the firm then became John 
Cooley & Co. 
For a num ber of years he 
was engaged in this business, hut when 
the H artford and Springfield railroad 
was com pleted, the transportation com ­ 
pany sold out to the railroad com pany. 
He then began building steam boats, and 
built over forty, for use on the C onnecti­ 
cut and Southern rivers. 
In 1854, ho 
went to South Carolina, aDd built several 
steam ers there. 
W hile there he narrow ­ 
ly escaped being mobbed for the too free 
expression of his northern sen tim en is. 
In 1855, he returned N orth and built 
the M ilford, Mass., Gas W orks. 
In 1856 
he removed w ith hi* family t© N orw ich, 
Conn., and there built the New Gas 
W orks, and had full charge of its busi 
ness until 1862. 
D uring all the tim e he 
was there he had owned and conducted a 
large plum bing aud gas fitting establish­ 
m ent. 
Then being homesick for the 
Connecticut river, he moved w ith his 
family to W arehouse Point, and after a 
year or so, in lh65, removed to W indsor 
Locks, w here lie since lived. 
In 1863, 
he went to Chicago, und bought a part 
interest in, and operated one ol the Lc- 
m ont itone quarries near there. 
In 1865, 
he returned and assumed the superin- 
tcndency of the VV'indsor Locks canal, 
which lie held until 1870, when he weni 
to A ugusta, Ga., and took a like position 
with the canal com pany there, and built 
them a dredge boat. 
He returned in 1871, 
and engaged in the coal busmen? here 
until 1874, w hen 
he went to 
bouth 
A m erica for parties engaged in transpor­ 
tation business on the M agdelena river. 
W hile there he explored that riyer, and 
crossed the A ndes on horseback, 
lie re­ 
turned the next year. 
In l87*£, he was 
engaged in < anal im provem ents at B el­ 
low ’s FalJ,«, Vt., and built a dredge boat 
there. 
Since then lie has been engaged 
in various enterprises and occ upation*. 
He wan lb<: owner of 
the W indsor 
Locks and W arehouse P o in t ferry for 
over 3<* years. 
In 1881, he began agita­ 
ting the subject of a btidge acros* the 
river between this place and W arehouse 
Point, and kept at it until the success of 
the project wa5 assured. 
The bridge was 
built after plans and design* furnished j 
by him , and lie was m anager ot the con- ; 
struction of the bridge for a while, and j 
his whole heart was w rapped up m the 
success of the bridge.

District Court M atters. 


Court for the fifteenth judicial district 
convened at Brainerd on Monday morn­ 
ing with Judge C. B. Sleeper on the 
bench. The grand jury were the first to 
receiye any attention, and the Judge de­ 
livered an able address to them before 
they were set to work in which he spoke 
of the advisability of keeping the younger 
class of criminals who were incarcerated 
in county jails away from the more 
hardened cases and that by so doing im­ 
prisonment might be a benefit to them 
instead of an injury. The grand jury 
were instructed with reference to their 
authority and power and retired to their 
room at 2:30. 
During Monday afternoon but one jury 
was called and that in the case of John 
Orth Brewing Co. vs. Peter Ort and 
▲dam Browh, but the case was dismissed 
and they were not required to deliberate 
upon its merits. 
The Ankcney horse case was called 
Monday afternoon and adjourned until 
Tuesday morning at which limo it was 
dismissed. 
The case of C. F. Kindred vs. Blipp & 
Spaulding was tried Tuesday, it I eingan 
action brought by Mr. Kindred to recover 
money for the rental of the Vlllard 
hotel. 
The defense set up the claim 
that Mr. Kindred agreed to let them have 
the hotel free of all charge unless it 
should prove a paying institution and 
that they lost some $5,000 in the lime 
they run it. .Mr. Kindred denied ever 
having entered into such an agreement, 
hut the jury returned a verdict for Blipp 
& Spaulding. 
The grand jury returned indictments 
against Ed. Wilson, for attempted rape, 
John Connors, for grand larceny and 
also for jail breaking, and Nellie Gordon, 
grand larceny. 
Wilson’s case was tho first to he con­ 
sidered by the court, and he was on trial 
Tuesday afternoon. Nut a very strong 
case was made out against him, although 
it was not denied that he followed the 
woman through the woods, carrying her 
luggage part of the time, and pestering 
her with solicitations. The case went to 
the jury at 5 30, and in an hour a verdict 
was agreed upon, which found the man 
guilty of simple assault. 
The court 
sentenced him to pay a fine of $50 and lo 
he confined in the county jail until it 
was paid. 
John Connor’s case w*as next brought 
up and a nolle prosequi was entered on 
all the indictments, except jail breaking, 
he pleading guilty to that. He was 
sentenced to one jear and seven months 
at hard Jailor in state’s prison. Judge 
Sleeper, in sentencing him, made a few 
remarks to the prisoner, which, if he 
heeds them, will do him a world of good. 
Connors was affected to tears. 
The quo warranto case against Malcolm 
McLaren, sheriff, 
inquiring by what 
right he holds his office and charging 
that he is not a citizen, was tried and Is 
to be argued before the court within 
thirty days. 
Court adjourned at noon yesterday. 


ORAND JURORS REPORT. 
“ The grand jury found an apparent 
lax management of the county jail, 
touching safety of prisoners. 
.Several 
articles were jacked up in the jail, and 
found under the closed cages, that 
may have l»een or might be used as 
weapons or as means of effecting es­ 
cape. 
The sanitary condition was 
found reasonably good. 
It was ref . 
on»mended that prisoners be locked 
in their cells at night from sunset to 
sunrise. 
The city jail was found in 
api«arent better condition than the 
county jail, but iii both there was the 
evident practice of perm itting the 
prisoners to sleep iii the corridors. 
The jury criticizes this, and recom­ 
mends that the officers be required to 
remove the cots of prisoners into the 
cells. 
The grand jury agree th at the 
buildings are in condition am ple both 
in sanitary and safety conditions to 
answer all present puqioses, if the 
officers in charge only do their duty 
carefully and intelligently, and as a 
precaution necessary, 
it is recom­ 
mended that the sheriff and officers be 
required to prevent communication 
through the windows, 
and th at no­ 
tices prohibiting such communication 
be posted, and infringem ent of the 
rule lie punished.”

A Respected Citizen. 
Speaking of the death of Barton M. 
Douglas, father of J. B. Douglas of this 
city, the Windsor Locks (Colin.) Journal 
says: 
He was horn at Wells River, Vt., March 
13, 1818, and was Hic second son of Simon 
and Experience Burbank Douglas, the 
other children who grew up before George 
A,, now living at East Suffield; Orville 
8., also of that town, who died in Get. 
1885, and Laura A., now living at East 
Suffield. 
When quito young, his parents 
moved to Enfield and shortly afterward 
to Suffield. He received a common school 
education, and at the age of 18, began 
business on the Connecticut river. 
In a 
short time lie bought an interest in aline 
of boats then running on the river, and a 
finn was formed as Parker, Douglas & 
Co., hut afterward this was joined to 
another and the firm then became John 
Cooley & Co. For a number of years lie 
was engaged in this business, hut when 
the Hartford and Springfield railroad 
was completed, the transportation com­ 
pany sold out to the railroad company. 
He then began building steamboats, and 
built over forty, for use on the Connecti­ 
cut and Southern rivers. 
In 1854, he 
went to South Carolina, and built several 
steamers there. 
While there he narrow­ 
ly escaped being mobbed for the too free 
expression of his northern sentiments. 
In 1855, he returned North and built 
the Milford, Mass., Gas Works. In 1856 
he removed with his family to Norwich, 
Conn., aud there built the New Gas 
Works, and had full charge of its bush 
ness until 1862. 
During alt the time he 
was there he had owned and conducted a 
large plumbing and gas fitting establish­ 
ment. Then being homesick for Hie 
Connecticut river, lie moved with his 
family to Warehouse Point, and after a 
year or so, in 1865, rem cm l to Windsor 
Locks, where he since lived. In 1863, 
lie went to Chicago, and bought apart 
interest in, and operated one of the Le­ 
mont stone quarries near there. 
In 1865, 
he returned ami assumed the superin­ 
tendency of the Windsor Locks canal, 
which he held until 1*70, when he went 
to Augusta, Ga., and took a like position 
with the canal company there, and built 
them a dredge boat. He returned in 1871, 
and engaged in the coal business here 
until 1*74, when he went to bomb 
America for parties engaged in transpor­ 
tation business on the Magdeiena river. 
While there lie explored that riyer, and 
crested the Andes on horseback, lie re­ 
turned the next year. In 1*78, he was 
engaged in « anal improvements at Bel­ 
low's Fall*, Vt., and built a dredge boat 
there. Since then lie has been engaged 
in various enterprises and occupations. 
He wa- the owner of the Windsor 
Locks and Warehouse Point ferry for 
over 30 years. In 1881, he began agita­ 
ting the subject of a bridge across the 
river between tins place and Ware bs use 
Point, and kept at it until the success of 
the project wa» assured. Th* bridge was 
built after plans and designs furnished 
by hun, and he was manager of the con­ 
struction of the bridge for a while, and 
his whole heart was wrapped up in the 
success of the bridge. 
He was also interested in the Windsor 
Locks Water company, Windsor Locks 
Electric Light company, and Cromwell 
and Portland ferry, run in connection 
with the Meriden and Cromwell railroad. 
He was one of the incorporators of the 
Windsor Cavings flocks Bank, and for 
some time a director thereof. It can he 
seen that lie w as a man of great business 
activity and energy.
